This  was  the  work  of  members  of 
the  Jackson  B.  Y.  P.O.’s  who  must  believe  in 
the  tithe  from  the  earnest  way  in  which  they 
preeented  the  truth. 

The  speaker  for  the  evening.  Mr.  Gilbert  Stev¬ 
enson  had  been  brought  from  Winston-Sa¬ 
lem.  North  Carolina  for  the  occasion.  Mr.  Stev¬ 
enson  had  made  a  reputation  by  a  great  speech 
st  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  by  a 
book  on  "The  Christian  a  Trustee".  He  is  a 
lawyer  with  the  lawyer's  point  of  view  and 
showed  what  Is  the  nsture  and  obligation  of 
trusteeship  from  the  legal  point  of  view.  He 
gave  three  main  reasons  for  tithing. 

First,  he  said,  tithing  is  the  best  and  the  only 
possible  successful  way  of  properly  financing 
the  church;  second, 
the  Word  of  Ood;  and  third.  Is  a  sort  of  moral 
obligation  growing  out  of  the  relation  between 
Hod  end  man  as  revealed  throughout  the  whole 
Bible. 

Mr  Stephenson  scored  tithing  with  the  hoj>e 
of  reward  as  unworthy  of  the  ethical  standards 
of  Christ.  He  then  took  up  In  detsll  the  thr^e 
principal  reasons  for  tithing,  concluding  with  a 
plea  to  his  hearers  to  realise  this  responsibility 
to  Ood. 

The  Tuesday  morning's  session  was  given  a 
good  staft  In  the  fine  devotional  exercise  con¬ 
ducted  by  Brother  Huntsberry  of  Meridian,  and 
the  speech  by  Pastor  Beckett  of  Mount  Olive, 
showed  that  his  heart  was  In  the  work  end  his 
hand  was  In  practice.

Tb^  convention  sermon  was  by  Pastor  E.  J. 
Caswell,  of  West  Point,  on  “The  IMInlstry  of 
Service".  There  Is  no  man  In  the  state  who 
chooses  his  words  with  more  carewor  expresses 
his  thoughts  with  more  precision  and  felicity. 
He  showed  that  our  pattern  of  service  was  In 
the  <lfe  and  example  of  the  Lord  Jeeus.  He  In¬ 
dicated  three  motives  for  service,  first  of  which 
it  born  of  love.  He  also  stressed  the  necessity 
of  proper  methods  In  service.  It  must  draw  and 
not  repel,  must  be  whole-hearted  gentle  and 
patient,  that  it  may  be  magnetic.  The  crowds 
were  stacked  In  every  part  of  the  house  and 
went  away  with  full  hearts.

The  rest  of  the  devotional  exercise  was  con¬ 
ducted  by  Dr.  J.  M.  Walker,  of  Aberdeen,  who 
read  of  the  appearance  of  tiod  In  the  burning 
hush  But  the  exodus  was  so  great  that  another 
song  by  Mr.  Butler  was  necessary  to  stop  It 
Dr.  Walker  spoke  of  the  coming  of  God,  the 
finding  of  an  agent,  and  the  effort  of  Moses 
to  shirk.  Prayer  by  Rev.  R.  Q.  Learell. 

Dr.  Gunter  was  Introduced  to  take  charge  of 
the  program  during  mission  hour.  He  in  turn 
introduced  Dr.  A.  J.  Aren  who  with  a  few  well 
chosen  sentences  Introduced  Dr.  R.  A.  Kimbrough 
He,  In  a  few  minutes  speech,  gave  an  example 
of  the  work  of  the  W.  M.  U.  In  a  visit  of  Miss 
Traylor  to  a  county  In  which  there  bad  never 
been  a  missionary  society.  Then  Pastor  D.  I. 
Young,  of  Mars  Hill  Church,  told  how  the 
women's  work  hsd  helped  his  church  ten  miles 
from  the  railroad  He  advised  that  the  state 
workers  adopt  the  plan  of  the  brother  who  when 
asked  how  he  got  so  many  Invitations  to  preach 
to  the  Negroes  replied  that  he  didn’t  get  Invi¬ 
tations  he  made  appointments. 

Dr.  J.  A.  Taylor  comended  the  field  work  of 
Misses  Iandrum  and  Slaughter  who  visited  his 
f  e'd  and  did  great  good.  It  all  the  Information 
and  Inspiration  which  the  women  have  brought 
should  be  removed  we  should  be  left  flat.  D.  W. 
Moulder  spoke  of  the  revelation  which  the  wo¬ 
man's  work  In  hla  churches  brought  to  him;  that 
the  Lord  did  not  predestinate  that  a  W.  M.  8. 
could  not  be  organised  In  the  country. 

Here  two  announcements  were  made,  that 
rhe  women  were  Invited  to  go  now  for  an  auto¬ 
mobile  ride;  and  that  the  meeting  tonight 
would  be  held  at  the  Galloway  Memorial  Meth¬ 
odist  Church.  The  discussion  of  the  W.  M.  0. 
closed  Immediately. 

Rev.  J.  K.  Wills,  of  Hattiesburg,  urged  the 
making  of  the  8unday  School  a  real  school 
In  which  the  Word  of  God  Is  planted  In  the 
minds  of  all  our  people.  Dr.  Gunter  stated  that 
every  one  of  our  Sunday  School  workers  had 
been  offered  fetter  salaries  In  other  states  but 
are  standing  loyally  by  the  work  In  Mississippi. 

Rev.  R.  Q.  Leavell  urged  upon  the  preacner 
the  great  task  of  training  hla  leaders  by  means 
of  the  B.  Y.  P.  IT.  This  Is  the  need  In  town  and 
roflntry  churches,  consecrated  leaders;  and  the 
place  where  we  are  to  get  them  Is  our  B.  Y. 
P.  U.'a — \yhlch  are  our  West  Point  and  Anapolts. 
The  difference  In  people  is  the  difference  Iff 
Gaining,  Just  as  ordinary  crysanthemums  mny 
be  uad  for  2b  cents  a  dozen,  but  highly  culti¬ 
vated  ones  cosfMti.OO  a  dozen.  A  boy  why  was 
a  listless  attendant  for  several  years  became 
later  the  president  of  the  24  unions  o;  New 
Orleans.  It  makes  leaders  out  of  very  unpromis¬ 
ing  material.  The  first  organizations  in  Mlss- 
whlch  hare  been  one  hundred  percent  tltbers 
are  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.'s.  Out  of  the  one  B.  Y.  P. 
V.  In  Oxford  have  come  a  number  of  pastors  In 
Mississippi  and  other  states,  also  young  people's 
secretaries  In  two  states,  leaders  In  many 
rhurches  and  missionaries. 

Dr.  J.  D.  Ray.  of  8tarkvllle  spoke  on  En¬ 
listment  work.  He  gave  the  encouraging  figures 
from  the  Convention  Board's  report.  The  sem¬ 
inaries  have  chairs  of  efficiency  which  Is  an¬ 
other  name  for  enlistment.  The  need  of  It  Is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  600  churches  In  Miss¬ 
issippi  had  no  part  In  the  76  Million  Campaign. 
We  have  a  great  host  of  people,  old  and  young, 
who  must  be  set  to  work.  Numbers  are  valuable 
but  setting  them  to  work  is  more  valuable.  TTn- 
enlisted  people  are  a  disease  In  the  body. 

Here  te'egrams  of  greeting  were  received 
from  the  North  Mississippi  Methodist  Confer¬ 
ence  and  Alabama  Baptist  Convention.  The 
Clerk  was  Instructed  to  make  suitable  answer 
and  send  similar  greetings  to  all  Baptist  Con¬ 
ventions  now  In  session. 

The  next  speaker  was  Dr.  R.  A.  Kimbrough, 
who  spoke  of  ths  work  of  the  Associations! 
missionaries.  There  seems  less  need  now  of  these 
mlslsonarles  In  as  mnch  as  churches  have  been 
built  In  most  country  communities.  They  are 


still  needed  In  some  places  as  In  Tishomingo 
County  and  Ittawamba  County.  Mention  was 
made  of  the  educational  mission  work  including 
the  sending  of  24  preachers  for  four  weeks  to 
the  Bible  Institute;  the  evangelistic  Institute 
for  five  days  at  Clinton  in  June;  the  three  day 
institutes  held  in  many  countiea  last  winter 
for  preachers  studying  tne  ttioie.  It  was  urged 
that  religious  workers  be  employed  to  work 
among  Baptist  boys  and  girls  In  our  state  schools. 
The  same  principle  requires  that  we  look  after 
our  young  people  In  the  high  schools.  Atten¬ 
tion  was  called  to  the  fact  that  the  Colporteur 
I.lghtsey  had  sold  more  books  than  were  report¬ 
ed  by  the  county  missionaries.  Dr.  J.  M.  Walker 
was  Introduced  as  the  man  who  had  done  more 
work  than  several  men  ordinarily  do.  In  enlist¬ 
ing  and  developing  churches  In  Monfoe  County, 
by  putting  his  spare  time  from  his  pastorate 
at  Aberdeen  He  said  there  was  as  genuine  des¬ 
titution  In  his  territory  as  In  China.  He  had  or¬ 
ganized  several  Baptist  churhees,  organized  Sun¬ 
day  Schools  and  baptized  people  and  bnllt 
church  houses. 

Dr.  E.  B.  Hatcher  read  his  prepared  address 
and  there  was  no  difficulty  In  getting  the  people 
to  listen.  It  was  so  good  that  by  vote  of  the  con¬ 
vention  It  appears  In  the  Record. 

Rev.  Bryan  Simmons  read  the  report  on  the 
review  of  the  Convention  Board's  report.  It 
highly  commended  8ec'y.  Gunter,  and  approved 
the  recommendations  previously  made  by  the 
board.  The  enlistment  men  were  urged  to  bring 
their  districts  as  early  as  practicable  to  the  con¬ 
dition  of  taking  care  of  their  own  work. 

WEDNESDAY  NIGHT 

The  Wednesday  evening  session  was  held  In 
the  Galloway  Memorial  Church,  the  largest  audi¬ 
torium  In  Jackson  to  accomodate  the  crowds 
who  came  to  hear  Drs.  Gray  and  Walne — and 
the  singing.  The  house  was  full.  The  reporter 
had  to  hunt  for  a  seat  and  the  vaulted  roof 
rang  with  the  voices  that  followed  Charley 
Butler.  Then  colored  evangelistic  singer  Smile? 
gave  two  numbers  which  provoked  enthusiastic 
applause:  and  then  the  quartettp  from  jaexson 
College  gave  three  songs  which  were  greatly 
enjoyed. 

Mr.  Bond,  State  Superintendent  of  Education, 
was  Introduced  and  gave  Informatlon.of  the  fed¬ 
eral  governments  plan  to  help  educate  cripples, 
by  giving  Mississippi  916,000  the  first  year,  $20,- 
000  the  second  and  $26,000  the  third,  making 
It  permanent.  The  convention  thanked  him  for 
the  Information  and  pledged  him  their  support 
in  getting  him  in  touch  with  the  people  for 
whose  benefit  the  appropriation  Is  made.  T^o 
young  men  In  Mississippi  College  and  one  in 
Clarke  College  are  now  being  assisted. 

President  Hubert,  of  Jackson  College,  thanked 
the  convention  for  the  help  being  received  by 
his  school  from  the  convention:  fifty  dollars 
a  month  being  given  to  help  pay  the  salary  of 
the  teacher  of  B'ble  In  the  college:  also  for  the 
two  weeks  Bible  School  which  the  convention 
provides  at  the  college  every  winter  for  the  negro 
preachers  in  the  state. 

Dr.  C.  S.  Gardner,  professor  of  Hemeletlcs 
and  Sodo'ogy  at  the  Louisville  Seminary,  was 
Introduced  and  made  a  good  address  In-Aen  min¬ 
utes  about  our  school  of  the  prophets.  Three 
things  he  said  the  Seminary  stood  for:  first, 
proper  relationship  between  scholarship  and  ef¬ 
ficiency,  Both  are  necessary .  and  should  be  In¬ 
separable.  Second,  Proper  relationship  between 
evangelism  and  social  service  Third.  Proper  re¬ 
lationship  between  the  past  and  the  future.  'The 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  Is  the 
strongest  bulwark  of  conservative  Christianity 
In  America.” 

THVRSDAY  MORNING 
A  brief  devotional  exercise  was  conducted  by 
Dr.  W.  T.  Lowrey.  Telegrams  of  greeting  were 
received  from  various  bodies  and  suitable  re¬ 
sponses  ordered  sent 

The  first  Item  of  business  was  the  report  on 
Education  with  the  Educational  Secretary  of  the 


Education  Commission,  Dr.  D.  M.  Nelson,  sree 
Introduced  the  president  of  the  Commission,  Mr. 
\\ .  M.  W  blttington.  Ha  was  once  president  of 


the  convention  and  knows  how  to  get  attention 
and  secure  order.  A.  J.  Dickinson,  of  Tupelo, 
lead  the  revlew  of  the  report,  approving  tl 
recommendations  In  the  Commission's  report 
and  that  the  Convention  Board  be  authorized  at 
their  discretion  to  supplement  out  of  Its  funds 
the  amount  going  to  ministerial  education  ror 
the  benefit  of  young  preachers  In  Mississippi 
and  Clarke  Colleges. 

Dr.  De.Ment  reported  for  the  Bible  Institute 
In  New  Orleans.  Every  dormitory  Is  crowded, 
and  two  new  houses  are,  needed  for  professors. 
There  are  ISO  students  The  churches  are  on  a 
boom,  misalons  are  being  organised.  Students 
come  from  every  Southern  state.  Five  languages 
are  used  in  teaching.  Emphasis  Is  put  on  prac¬ 
tical  work.  The  students  learn  to  do  by  doing. 
You  can't  have  anatomy  without  dissecting.  Mis¬ 
sion  work  Is  done  on  the  streets.  In  the  Jails, 
In  the  hospitals  and  homes  and  everywhere.  The 
rurches  have  more  t  han  doubled  their  member¬ 
ship  since  the  Institute  was  established.  More 
has  been  done  In  three  years  than  I  expected  to 
see  in  twenty-IJive.  Active  pastors  can  strengthen 
their  ministry  by  spending  two  to  four  weeks  at 
the  mid-winter  school.  Dr.  J.  D.  Ray  read  a  de¬ 
tailed  report  giving  statistical  Information  with 
reference  to  the  Ft.  Worth  Seminary.  By  motion 
the  two  senlnaries  and  the  Bible  Instltuta  wars 
allowed  a  page  each  In  the  mlnutea  to  report 
the  work  being  done  In  them. 


Dr.  J.  W.  Storer  pleaded  for  manhood  In  the 
ministry.  He  congratulated  the  congregation  on 
the  absence  olj  Prince  Albert  coats.  "A  Prince 
Albert  coat  covers  a  multitude  of  shins.”  In 
the  .1  seminaries  we  have  over  700  students  for 
the  ministry  and  nearly  as  many  in  the  colleges. 
The  largest  number  In  college  is  In  Baylor, 
William  Jewell  next  and  Miaslsslppl  College  and 
Mercer  tying  for  third  place.  We  owe  It  to  theee 
men  to  give  them  the  best  preparation  for  their 
work  and  such  help  as  Is  needed  to  get  It.  We 


and  training  The  supreme  thing  In  their  edu¬ 
cation  Is  the  Intimate  relationship  with  Jesus 
Christ.  May  God  help  me  never  to  forget  that 
Christ  died  for  sinners  of  whom  I  am  chief. 

immediate  material  needs  of  our  colleges  was 
discussed  by  J.  P.  Williams.  He  assured  us  that 
Prof.  Nelson  was  responsible  for  his  being  on 
the  program  but  not  for  what  he  was  going  to 
say.  There  Is  no  rreater  factor  In  our  civilisa¬ 
tion  than  the  schools.  And  Baptists  hsve  yet  to 
learn  how  to  marshall  their  wealth  for  the  Ser 
vice  of  God  There  are  two  outstanding  needs. 
Me  must  provide  room  for  our  boys  and  girls. 
It  Is  a  tragedy  for  oen  of  them  to  knock  at  the 
door  of  our  colleges  and  be  turned  away,  to 
be  trained  In  a  place  less  spiritual  or  less  In¬ 
terested  In  the  Kingdom  of  God.  The  other  need 
Is  an  adequate  teaching  force.  It  Is  Of  more  con¬ 
sequence  what  a  teacher  Is  than  what  he  teaches. 
Our  teachers  are  not  adequately  supported,  and 
we  have  'ost  some  or  our  best  men  on  this  ac¬ 
count.  They  must  have  provision  for  their  fam- 
lles.  An  adequate  endowment  Is  a  necessity  ts 
secure  this.  We  must  provide  scholarship  the 
equal  of  any.  These  teachers  must  be  stalwart 
hrlstlans  with  an  experience  at  the  cross  of 
Jesus^  Baptists  must  now  determine  whether 
evolution  I.  to  be  taught  Ip  our  colleges.

Kentucky  promisee  to  enroll  fifty  thousand  Ci¬ 
thers.  The  organisers  tor  Tennessee  like  the  one 
from  Kentucky,  are  firing  their  time  to  this 
work  without  compensation.  Men  are  recognis¬ 
ing  the  obligation  to  do  more  than  simply  pay 
the  bills,  and  that  the  standard  of  Christian 
conduct  Is  the  same  for  a  layman  and  preacher. 
There  4*  only  one  Bible  for  laymen  and  preach¬ 
ers  alike.  In  a  few  years  we  will  be  firing  20 
million  dollars  for  missions  and  hare  millions 
of  members  on  the  foreign  fields.  This  can  only 
be  maintained  If  we  accept  the  doctrine  of  Chris¬ 
tian  stewardship.  He  read  from  The  rreaby- 
terlan  of  Philadelphia  highly  -commending  the 
character  of  Southern  Baptists.  We  hare  now 
more  schools  than  churches  In  the  foreign  lands 
and  these  are  training  our  young  people  for  fu¬ 
ture  work.  They  are  rapidly  coming  to  self-sup¬ 
port.  and  the  laymen  In  these  lands  are  taking 
their  work  seriously.  A  Chinese  by  the  name 
of  Jew  Hawk  recently  sared  from  heathenism 
Is  firing  largely  of  bis  money  for  the  spread  of 
the  gospel.  Another  layman  doctor,  a  Chinese. 
Is  giving  his  'lfe  to  Christian  serrlce.  One  deacon 
Wong  has  giren  $50,000  to  Christian  enter¬ 
prises. 

Southern  Baptists  are  working  In  eighteen 
foreign  countries  In  which  more  than  half  of 
the  world's  population  tires.  Southern  Baptists 
are  coming  to  be  a  world  power.  Er-Gorenor 
Ben  Hooper  a  Baptist  Layman,  \Vas  the  prmclpa* 
factor  In  preventing  the  railroad  strike.  A  Bap¬ 
tist  layman  the  son  of  a  Baptist  preacher,  call¬ 
ed  the  Disarmament  Conference  together  and  a 
Baptist  preacher  led  the  conference  In  prayer. 
Chas.  E.  Hughes  was  elected  chairman  of  the 
Conference  In  Washington  and  stirred  the  world 
by  his  bold  proposition  for  disarmament.  The 
head  of  the  British  government  Is  a  Baptist. 
We  have  come  to  the  Baptist  Day  when  democ¬ 
racy  Is  superseding  autocracy. 

Other  denominations  are  suffering  from  a 
shortage  of  preachers  but  Baptists  are  being 
blessed  of  the  Lord  In  having  many  volunteers 
for  service.  A  good  sign  Is  that  laymen  rejoice 
that  their  chl'dren  are  being  railed  to  Christian 
serrlce.

Dr.  W  C.t  James  of  Birmingham.  Secretary 
nf'the  Education  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  spoke  next.  He  roundly  schred  the 
young  man  who  asks  he'p  of  the  denomination 
'and  then  adds  to  his  burdens  and  the  denom¬ 
ination's  by  getting  married.  The  conversion  of 
Ex- Pres  dent  Taft  to  belief  In'  foreign  missions 
by  his  experience  and  observations  In  the  Phil- 
Ippeans.  Chinn  and  Japan,  and  now  doesn’t  hes¬ 
itate  to  raise  his  voice  in  behalf  of  the  foreign 
missionary  on  every  suitable  occasion.  This  ex¬ 
perience  Is  parralleled  by  the  radical  change 
pf  American  opinion  In  the  matter  of  Chris¬ 
tian  Education  That  conversion  Is  tn  process 
In  Mississippi  and  other  states.  The  denomina¬ 
tional  college  has  produced  a  reversal  of  opli» 
Ion  In  Its  favor.  Ml'llnns  have  been  subscribed 
tn  Christian  colleges,  but  this  Is  only  a  fore¬ 
taste.  The  attendance  of  the  denominational 
colleges  la  jiow  overwhelming.  The  Ben  Frank¬ 
lin  Bureau  haa  a  business  of  furnishing  dip¬ 
pings  on  the  subject  of  Christian  Education. 
Every  day  large  envelopes  filled  with  such 
clippings  are  sent  out  taken  from  the  dally  sec- 
alar  papers.  This  seems  to  show  the  popular  In- 
tereat  In  religions  education  like  a  tidal  wars.

'  The  work  of  the  State  Board  of  Missions — 
1,3  I  understand  It— la  to  gather  funds  and 
do  general  denominational  work  in  Mississippi. 
It  has  two  agencies^  for  accomplishing  these 
ends,  first  its  paid  representatives  and  secondly, 
its  publications,  representatives  reaching  Miss¬ 
issippi  Baptists  by  word  of  mou.h  and  its  pub¬ 
lications  reaching  them  through  eye  gate  with 
the  printed  word.  The  Subpect  assigned  to  me — 
the  publications  of  the  Board— regards  Mls^ 
Issippl  Baptists  as  an  army  of  readers  and  It 
is  a  facinatlng  field  which  the  Board  enter*— 
the  field  of  reading. 

The  American  people  are  a  race  of  readers. 
A  Mohammedan,  we  are  told,  will  not  throw 
away  even  a  scrap  of  paper  lest  the  name  of 
(iod  be  written  on  It  and  people  generally  to¬ 
day  snatch  up  almost  every  piece  of  printed 
matter  that  they  may  read.  For  every  hour 
spent  by  our  people  In  listening  to  public  proc-' 
Initiations  I  believe  ten  are  spent  In  reading. 
From  14  to  21  years  of  age  people  read  for  en-. 
tertalnment  and  Amusement  and  from  21 
27  they  read  for  Instruction  and  education. 

a  But  not  only  are  peop’e  everywhere  readlhg, 
but  their  characters  and  conduct  are  powerfully 
affected  by  their  reading.  Tyndale  was  led  to 
become  a  naturalist  by  reading  Emerson’s  es¬ 
says  on  “Nature”,  and  the  great  Benjamin 
Franklin  attributed  his  course  in  life  largely  to 
impressions  received  from  reading  Cotton  Math¬ 
er's  essay  on  “Doing  Good”  A  woman  asked  her 
neighbor  if  she  believed  in  all  the  talk  about 
'aylng  on  of  hands.  "I  do  not  believe  It  has  an) 
virtue  or  va'ue  In  It”,  she  said  and  the  other 
replied.  "I  do  believe  In  laying  on  of  hands  for 
I  have  tried  it  on  my  little  boy  for  smoking 
cigarettes  and  It  cured  him  at  once.”  Yes  such 
drastic  remedies  bring  resu'ts — especially  among 
the  young  but  reading  Is  a  performance  tnat 
bears  fruit  among  a'l  ages  and  classes.  Our  de¬ 
nomination  is  wise  therefore  In  entering  the 
field  and  unloading  its  treasures  at  the  eye  gate 
as  wel'  as  the  ear  gate.  More  and  more  our 
Board  is  setting  our  people  to  reading  about  the 
things  of  the  kingdom. 

Much  of  the  present  day  literature  is  sweep¬ 
ing  many  of  our  young  people  out  Into  the 
rapids  of  vice  and  crime.  Dr  .Gll'am  called  this 
the  Carnegie  age.  referring  to  the  flood  of  li¬ 
braries  through  the  land  with  their  In¬ 

discriminate  books  and  reading.  His  epigram 
has  in  It  at  yeast  a  pinch  of  truth  and  the  situa¬ 
tion  challenges  our  denomination  to  stem  the 
dark  tide.  As  the  oyster.  when  tickled,  opens  Its 
she'!  thus  enabling  us  to  thrust  the  knife  In,  so 
our  young  peop'e  have  opened  their  minds  to 
literature  and  are  roaming  the  fields  for  read¬ 
ing  and  we  must  seize  the  opportunity  and  cap¬ 
ture  them  by  good  literature.  When  the  census 
taker  at  the  door,  which  was  opened  hy  a  thin, 
nervous  maiden  of  many  summers,  asked  her 
age.  she  replied  “Twenty’' — and  before  she 
could  add  the  “seven"  (when  she  ought  to  have 
said  thirty-seven)  he  asked,  “Are  yon  married 
or  single?”  And  she.  overcome  by  his  question, 
fel'  Into  his  embarrassed  arms  and  exclaimed. 
“Oh.  this  is  so  sudden,  and  to  think  I  did  not 
even  know  you.”  Would  that  our  denomination 
was  at  least  as  quick  to  embrace  an  opportunity 
In  the  case  of  the  people’s  hunger  for  reading 
matter. 

Think  of  the  part  which  reading  plays  in  the 
life  of  children,  among  ^-hom  the  devil  Is  so 
busy  with  hi*  stories  and  picture*  both  at  movies 


and  in  literature  and  thereby  he  is  burning  In¬ 
to  their  characters  Impressions  never  to  be 
effaced.  Let  us  supply  the  children  with  fas¬ 
cinating  literature  even  before  the  devil  arrives 
with  bis  wares.  “When  I  was  a  boy”  aays  Ho¬ 
race  Greeley  “I  would  go  reading  to  the  wood- 
pile;  reading  to  the  garden,  reading  to  the 
neighbors.  My  father  was  poor  and  needed  my 
services  during  the  day.  but  It  was  a  mighty 
struggle  for  him  to  get  me  to  bed  at  night.  I 
would  take  a  pine  knot,  put  It  on  the  back 
'og,  pile  my  books  around  me  and  lie  do^-n  and 
read  all  through  the  long  winter  evening,  silent, 
motionless,  dead  to  all  the  world  around  me, 
alive  only  to  the  world  to  which  I  was  trans¬ 
ported  by  the  book."  Jesse  Pomeroy,  the  boy 
murderer,  confessed  to  James  T.  Fields  that  he 
read  over  60  dime  novels  about  scalping,  rob¬ 
bing,  stealing  and  throat  cutting.  To  what  ex¬ 
tent  is  our  denomination  seeking  to  breast  this 
evil  and  to  occupy  the  young  minds,  kindle 
their  Imagination  and  set  them  on  fire  for  ths 
kingdom.  Just  as  Cupid,  when  commissioned 
by  Venus  on  account  of  jealousy,  to  go  forth 
and  slay  Psyche  because  of  her  wonderful  beaut? 
went  forth  and  stole- upon  the  sleeping  beauty 
in  the  night,  with  his  poisoned  arrows  and  as 
he,  catching  sight  of  her  marvelous  charms,  and 
hanging  enraptured  over  her  face,  was  unable 
to  touch  her  and  withdrew  and  fled,  so  let  It 
be  that  our  young  people,  strengthened  and  pari  • 
fled  by  the  noble,  thrl'llng  literature  which  we 
give  them  shall  thereby  be  rendered  unassailable 
by  the  evil  literature  ever  creeping  upon  them. 

But  the  Board,  through  Its  literature,  can  not 
only  touch  the  young  peop'e  of  the  state  but 
It  can  so  touch  the  pastors  In  their  work  of 
leadership.  Only  partially  can  the  Board  reach 
the  pastors  thru  the  personal  touch —  which 
Is  of  course  the  more  effective  method  and 
shAu'd  he  fol'owed  to  the  limit,  but  nearly  )jJ1 
the  pastors  can  be  reached  by  the  printed  worn,"

the  tens  of  thousands  of  Baptist  men  and  wo¬ 
men  In  our  churches  who  constitute  the  great 
Baptist  army  and  so  few  of  whom  are  deeply 
aro“sed  or  even  Informed.

Never  has  the  denomina¬ 
tion  had  such  wondrous  Baptist  n  >ws  to  give 
the  people  as  during  these  passing  years  and 
our  printed  pages  today  blase  with  the  light  and 
ring  with  the  notes  of  triumph  In  their  tidings 
from  the  wor'd  battle  fie^s. 

But  our  denominational  literature  must  carry 
not  only  Information  which  Is  the  fuel,  but  It 
must  strike  the  match  of  Inspiration  and  set  the 
readers  on  fire.  It  *p*a  8  "ad  da)  In  the  little 
country  school  whbn  the  cat's  tall  was  cut  off 
hy  one  of  the  scholars,  and  the  horrifltd  teacher 
naked  If  any  one  knew  of  a  Blb'e  passage  which 
condemned  such  a  cruel  deed  and  a  timid  hoy 
held  up  his  hand  and  gave  the  passage  “What 
God  has  joined  together  let  no  man  put  asun¬ 
der."  At  any  rate  It  Is  a  fact  that  God  has  linked 
together  information  and  Inspiration  as  the  fun¬ 
damental  elements  In  effective  literary  appeal 
and  let  us  therefore  harness  both  steeds  for 
driving  our  denominational  chariot.  Let  our 
publications  have  both  tacts  and  fire.  "Praise 
the  I-ord"  shouted  an  old  lady  during  the  ser¬ 
mon  and  the  pastor,  a  quiet,  steady  old  minister, 
told  her  that  her  Interruptions  In  the  midst  of 
his  sermons  disconcerted  him  and  promised  her 
a  set  of  b’ankets  If  she  would  desist.  One  Sun¬ 
day  a  visiting  young  minister  preached  In  the 
absence  of  the  pastor  and  as  he  rose  to  some 
*  high  point  in  the  sermon  the  old  sister  could 
hold  in  no  longer  and  called  out  "Blankets  or 
no, blankets.  Hal'elujah!”  That  new  preacher 
evidently  put  on  the  rousements  that  morning 
and  our  literature  should  contain  the  rouse- 
■  ment  element  that  stirs  the  peop'e  to  action. 
Like  the  harp  with  which  David  the  sacred  min¬ 
strel  stirred  the  soul  of  king  Saul,  our  denomi¬ 
national  literature  ought  to  have  In  It  the  mustc 
with  the  heavenly  thrill.

Id  this  field  of  labor  we  are  be¬ 
ginning  our  enlistment  work  In  toe 
right  place.  Wo  efforts  which  me  have 
put  forth  have  proven  more  frult- 
fu\  The  aim  of  our  Secretary,  Bro. 
Auber  J.  Wilds,  ig  to  organise  as 
many  Unions  as  possible  and  to  de¬ 
velop  them,  to  the  highest  possible 
deg-  je  of/  efficiency.  He  submits  th" 
fol  owlng  summary  of  the  year’s 
work: 

"Our  Plan  1" — 

1st.  To  organise  every  county  and 
have  an  annual  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Con¬ 
vention,  div’ding  .‘he  co’iuty  Into  two 
or  more  districts  or  groups  with  a 
vice-president  in  each  group  with  the 
task  of  organising  a  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
in  every  church  In  his  group  and  to 
gee  that  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Manual 
Is  taught  in  every  church  union  ir- 
ganised.  We  have  seven  distinctive 
organisations  !ike  this  with  a  num¬ 
ber  of  otherg  working  on  a  different 
plan.  • 

2nd.  To  hold  In  each  of  the  Mis¬ 
sionary  Districts  an  annual  District 
B»  Y/.  P.  U.  Convention.  In  June  this 
year  these  six  district  conventions 
were  held  for  the  first  time.  The  re¬ 
sults  were  1.0()0  in  attendance,  five 
hundred  of  whom  had  never  before 
attended  a  convention.  One  hundred 
twenty-five  B.  Y.  P.  U.’s  were  rep¬ 
resented  from  56  counties.  Perma¬ 
nent  organisations  were  formed  in 
each  district  with  necessary  officers 
to  promote  the  work. 

Our  Growth — 100%  Increase — 

Last  year  we  reported  250  B.  Y.  P 
U.’s  In  the  state.  We  are  reporting 
a  100%  increase  in  numbers  giving 
us  a  total  of  600  B.  Y.  P.  U.’s  to  be¬ 
gin  the  new  year  with,  and  our  aim 
Is  760  for  another  year,  and  with 
our  present  organization  this  aim 
can  be  reached  easily.

If  the  man  dies  first 
the  wife  Is  to  receive  the  use  of  the 
estate  during  the  remainder  of  her 
life,  hut  upon  her  death  the  entire 
estate  will  be  turned  over  to  us  Both 
the  husband  and  wife  are  old.  but  the 
wife  Is  likely  to  'Ive  for  several  years 
yet.  The  estate  is  valued  at  one  hun¬ 
dred  cantos,  which,  at  normal  rate 
of  exchange,  amounts  to  934,000.

But  God  alms  to  show,  not  only 
She  greatness  of  sin.  but  the  great- 
dess  of  Christ.

Krasnogorsky.  In  this  district  there 
are  only  14  little  Baptist  congrega¬ 
tions  in  connection  with  whom  the 
above  named  three  witnessers  of 
Christ  led  to  the  fountain  of  living 
waters  many  hundred  souls  and  bap¬ 
tised  814  persons.” 

A  brother  who  la  from  the  Ukraine 
In  South  Russia  writes: 

"Yon  have  no  Idea,  you  cannot  Im¬ 
agine  how  the  people  in  thane  coun¬ 
tries  Russia,  Ukraine  and  Poland  are 
flocking  to  hear  the  Word  of  Ood; 
how  hungry  they  are  for  It.  Many 
times  when  I  spoke  In  a  town  or  vil¬ 
lage  people  walked  from  ten  to  fif¬ 
teen  miles  to  hear  the  gospel.  I  al¬ 
ways  spoke  from  two  to  three  and 
four  thousand  hearers”.
